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Preachers  Institute 


At  the  last  session  of  the  Louisiana  Conference  of  the  Methodist 
Episcopal  Church,  South,  it  was  definitely  decided  that  there  should 
be  held  at  Centenary  College  a  Summer  Institute  for  Preachers  and 
Christian  workers.  A  committee  was  appointed  to  arrange  a  pro- 
gram and  superintend  the  first  session  of  the  Institute. 

By  the  authority,  therefore,  of  the  Church,-  the  Institute  will  be 
held  June  1-8.  The  committee  has  already  secured  several  noted 
speakers  and  teachers,  and  a  rich  program  is  promised.  Lectures 
will  be  given  on  all  vital  subjects  bearing  upon  Church  and  reform 
work  of  today.  A  play  director  will  be  present  to  demonstrate  the 
wonderful  possibilities  of  play  and  recreation.  Experts  and  spec- 
ialists on  rural  problems  and  the  country  Church  will  present  that 
most  important  phase  of  the  Kingdom.  Evangelism  and  efficiency 
will  be  the  keynote  of  great  popular  addresses  every  evening.  Oppor- 
tunities will  abound  for  devotion,  fellowship,  rest,  and  recreation 
and  inspiration.  The  buildings  and  grounds  of  Centenary  College 
will  be  thrown  open  free  for  the  use  of  the  Institute.  The  full  pro- 
gram will  be  published  later.  In  order  that  the  Committee  may  know 
how  many  to  provide  for,  let  those  who  expect  to  attend  please  to 
send  in  their  names  at  once  to  Centenary  College,  Shreveport,  La.

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Centenary  College  takes  its  name  from  the  fact  that  it  was  or- 
ganized one  hundred  years  after  the  birth  of  Methodism.  In  1739, 
the  Methodist  Movement  began  in  England  under  John  Wesley.  In 
1839,  Centenary  offerings  in  behalf  of  Christian  Education  were 
taken  throughout  the  world,  and  Centenary  College  was  founded. 

The  College  was  organized  in  Mississippi,  but  later  removed  to 
Jackson,  Louisiana.  After  a  brilliant  record  of  many  years  at  Jack- 
son, the  school  was  finally  removed  to  its  present  site  in  Shreveport. 
Here  the  doors  were  opened  in  1908.  Although  Centenary  possesses 
a  long  and  honored  history,  it  is  confidently  believed  that  the  insti- 
tution is  now  entering  the  greatest  and  most  effective  period  yet  ex- 
perienced.

Location 


THE  College  is  located  in  Gladstone  Heights  on  an  eminence  just 
on  the  outskirts  of  the  bustling  city  of  Shreveport  at  the  end 
of  the  Highland  Street  Car  line.  On  one  side  of  the  campus 
the  student  steps  off  onto  the  paved  streets,  into  the  midst  of  hand- 
some residences  of  the  richest  municipality  in  the  South;  on  the  other 
are  the  immemorial  pines  and  live  oaks  of  primeval  forests.  The  hill- 
top of  the  college  is  covered  with  a  beautiful  grove,  into  which  the 
buildings  nestle  comfortably. 

Shreveport  is  a  railroad  center.  There  are  six  great  roads  en- 
tering her  stations  and  both  of  these  stations  are  close  to  the  Highland 
Electric  Car  line.  The  student,  on  arriving,  may  take  any  car  and 
transfer  to  Highland,  which  runs  every  seven  minutes,  ride  for  twenty 
minutes,  and  descend  at  the  end  of  the  line,  and  exactly  opposite  the 
car  station,  he  will  be  in  the  presence  of  CENTENARY  COLLEGE. 


Great  Advance  In  Athletics 

WHILE  in  the  minds  of  the  President  and  the  Trustees  schol- 
arship is  the  basic  principle  of  college-growth,  athletics  play 
an  important  part  in  the  work  of  this  school.  A  sound 
mind  in  a  sound  body  is  the  Centenary  ideal.  The  government  of  the 
institution  aims  to  give  every  student  some  athletic  drill.  This  is 
largely  done  by  means  'of  the  various  sport-teams  sent  out  by  the  col- 
lege and  by  those  scrub-teams  used  for  practice  on  the  home  grounds. 
Fortunately,  Shreveport  has  a  climate  that  allows  of  outdoor  exercise 
for  every  month  of  the  year  and  knows  of  no  really  inclement  month 
save  January.  Even  January  has  its  blossoming  roses  and  its  balmy 
days. 

This  year  Coach  Norton,  with    a    comparatively    inexperienced 
squad,  has  made  a  wonderful  record.     Early  in  the  fall,  he  whipped

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his  raw  material  into  a  football  aggregation  that  won  game  after 
game  over  older  and  heavier  teams,  and  finished  the  season  well  up 
in  the  first  ranks  of  the  Association. 

Then  Mr.  Norton  turned  his  attention  to  basketball.  Here  he  put 
out  a  quintet  that  easily  excelled  its  competitors,  and  then  Norton 
swept  over  into  Mississippi  and  Tennessee,  defeating  such  strong 
teams  as  Millsaps  and  the  University  of  Mississippi. 

As  we  go  to  press  the  baseball  season  is  opening.     If  the  signs 

fail  not,  the  baseball  nine  will  measure  up  to  the  most  exacting  de- 
mands made  upon  it. 

All  look  forward  with  eagerness  to  the  coming  soon  of  "Bo" 
McMillin  to  Centenary.  He  will  maintain  the  high  standards  and 
lofty  ideals  of  the  institution  while  leading  them  on  to  larger  fame. 
Mr.  Norton  will  also  remain  with  us.  With  men  like  "Bo"  McMillin 
and  H.'H.  Norton  at  the  head  of  athletics,  Centenary  College  should 
soon  be  widely  and  favorably  known. 

The  football  schedule  for  next  year  has  already  been  arranged, 
and  universities,  which  had  not  heard  of  Centenary  twelve  months 
ago,  have  begged  in  vain  for  a  place  on  that  schedule.  The  Shreve- 
port-Centenary  Athletic  Club  is  backing  Centenary  in  every  move, 
and  was  formed  merely  as  an  aid  to  the  College.  In  its  ranks  are  the 
most  prominent  business  and  professional  men  of  the  city  who  watch 
with  eagerness  all  the  games  played  on  the  field  of  the  ball  park, 
ample  and  splendidly  equipped  for  such  occasions.  The  Club  has 
banquetted  "Bo"  McMillin  and  Coach  Norton,  as  well  as  the  basket- 
ball quintet,  though  it  is  as  yet  but  a  babe  of  two  months  old.

The  Endowment  Campaign 

EARLY  in  the  autumn,  Dr.  Geo.  S.  Sexton,  the  President, 
launched  his  programme.  Sponsored  by  the  Rotary  Club  of 
Shreveport  as  a  civic  enterprise,  the  Centenary  Endowment 
Campaign  had  right  of  way  in  the  city  for  ten  days.  Teams  were 
organized,  the  city  was  surveyed  and  canvassed.  Men  vied  with  each 
other  in  soliciting  contributions.  It  was  a  popular  movement — 
thousands  of  people  contributed  out  of  their  salaries  and  small 
savings. 

Preceding  the  general  campaign,  a  number  of  Shreveport's  public 
spirited  and  far  seeing  citizens,  men  of  all  faiths,  had  laid  the  foun- 
dation for  Centenary  College's  Endowment  Fund  by  making  liberal 
gifts.  These  men  evidenced  their  faith  in  the  management  of  Cen- 
tenary and  their  confidence  in  the  permanency  of  the  institution  by 
contributing  sums  commensurate  with  the  worthy  cause.  Then  the 
general  public  was  invited  to  share  in  the  work.  At  the  end  of  the  ten 
days,  the  productive  endowment  of  Centenary  College  stood  at  ap- 
proximately $700,000.  Of  this  amount  the  General  Education  Board 
of  New  York  City  gave  $250,000.  We  expect  in  the  near  future  to 
increase  the  endowment  to  one  million  dollars.

Moral  and  Religious  Tone 

ALTHOUGH  Centenary  is  a  denominational  College,  there  is 
absolutely  no  sectarian  spirit  in  the  school.  Other  denomi- 
nations are  represented  both  in  the  faculty  and  in  the  stu- 
dent body.  There  are  no  doctrinal  tests  nor  is  there  any  discrimina- 
tion whatsoever  on  account  of  the  creed.  The  highest  moral  and 
religious  atmosphere  is  maintained.  A  half-hour  is  given  to  Chapel 
every  school  day,  and  leading  men  both  of  the  Nation  and  of  the 
Church,  are  constantly  brought  in  to  inspire  the  students.  While  no 
one  Church  is  insisted  on,  or  even  suggested,  it  is  imperative  that 
every  student  attend,  on  the  Sabbath,  a  place  of  worship,  chosen  by 
himself  or  his  parents — while  Chapel  attendance  is  compulsory.  All 
infringements  of  the  moral  laws  are  severely  dealt  with.  The  pres- 
ence in  the  College  of  a  large  number  of  earnest  young  ministerial 
students  gives  a  healthy  and  spiritual  tone  to  the  whole  membership. 
The  Y.  M.  C.  A.  is  planning  to  erect  a  hut  on  the  campus.  Com- 
prehensive courses  are  offered  for  the  training  of  Christian  workers. 


General  Scope  of  the  Work 

CENTENARY  College  is  a  standard  senior  college  with  four 
years  of  regular  collegiate  work  leading  to  the  degrees  of 
A.  B.  and  B.  S.     Fifteen  high  school  units  are  required  for 

entrance  and  one  hundred  and  eighty-two  term  hours  for  graduation. 
Credits  are  recognized  by  such  authorities  as  the  State  Board  of 
Education,  General  Education  Board  of  New  York  City,  and  others. 
Graduates  of  Centenary  are  entitled  to  certificate  to  teach  in  any  of 
the  high  schools  of  the  State  without  examination.  See  the  General 
Catalogue  for  full  courses  of  study. 


"Bo"  McMillin's  Philosophy  of  Life

anything  he  has  to  say  about  the  game  in  which  he  has  achieved  dis- 
tinction. In  the  February  American  Magazine  there  is  an  article  by 
"Bo."

In  explanation  of  the  marvelous  success  that  the  Centre  team  has 


met  with,  "Bo"  quotes  from  a  letter  received  by  each  member  of  the 
squad  last  summer  from  "Chief"  Myers,  the  athletic  director:  "Don't 
forget  that  somebody  is  working  at  this  thing.  It  didn't  just  happen. 
*  *  *  I  want  to  say  to  you  that  brotherly  love  and  team-spirit  'made' 
us,  more  than  anything  else.  I  am  anxious,  above  all  things,  to  keep 
that  spirit  sweet  and  clean  and  strong,  because  I  know  that  without  it 
we  shall  be  back  among  the  second  and  third-raters."  And  then 
"Bo"  says  for  himself:  "If  any  other  man  on  the  squad  was  able  to 
read  the  Chief's  message  without  tears  coming  into  his  eyes,  he  is 
made  of  different  stuff  than  I  am." 

In  explanation  of  how  the  Centre  team  has  come  to  be  known  as 
the  "Praying  Colonels,"  he  relates  the  following  incident:  "We  were 
in  the  gymnasium  getting  ready  for  the  game"  (with  Kentucky 
State)  "and  Uncle  Charlie"  (the  coach)  "had  been  outlining  our  bat- 
tle tactics.  Presently  he  stopped  short,  and  when  he  spoke  again  his 
voice  was  low  and  serious.  'Boys,'  he  said,  'I  suppose  I've  been  what 
some  folks  would  call  a  rough  cuss,  but  I've  always  played  the  game 
of  life  straight.  You  know  that.  I  don't  go  in  for  religion,  and  I 
reckon  most  of  you  don't,  either.     But  I  believe  in  God  and  I'm  sure 

He  looks  after  folks  who  are  doing  their  best.  Won't  one  of  you  say 
just  a  word  of  prayer?'  "  And  then  one  of  the  players,  asking  the 
privilege  of  doing  so  in  a  very  unconventional  way,  to  say  the  least, 
prayed. 

"Bo"  says:  "It  wasn't  a  prayer  for  victory.  It  was  just  an 
honest,  whole-hearted  appeal  that  every  man  that  day  might  give  the 
best  he  had  in  him  for  Old  Centre;  that  he  might  play  a  clean  game, 
and  not  be  hurt  badly  enough  so  that  he  would  have  to  be  taken  out." 
And  Centre  won  the  game,  3-0 !  That  is  a  prayer  for  all  of  us — that 
we  may  play  a  clean  game,  and  that  we  may  not  be  hurt  badly  enough 
to  have  to  be  taken  out.  "Bo"  continues:  "Since  that  afternoon,  no 
Centre  College  football  team  has  gone  on  to  the  field  for  a  game 
without  that  word  of  prayer.  *  *  *  We  don't  pray  to  win.  We  play 
to  win,  and  pray  to  play  our  best."  Rather  resenting  the  idea  that 
the  members  of  the  team  are  to  be  thought  of  as  "pious,"  "Bo"  adds: 
"But  we  believe  there's  a  God  who  wants  people  to  be  square  and 
give  the  best  they've  got  to  everything  they  go  into.  I  have  noticed, 
however,  that  there  has  seldom  been  any  profanity  or  rough  talk 
around  the  dressing-room  or  on  the  field  since  we  started  this  par- 
ticular habit.  And  I  don't  think  there's  a  man  of  us  who  doesn't  feel 
that  he's  stronger  and  finer  as  a  result  of  it." 

"Bo's"  philosophy  of  life  may  be  summed  up  in  these  words:  hard 
work,  brotherly  love,  team-spirit,  fair  play,  prayer — and  that's  a 
pretty  good  philosophy.

Our  very  success  is  our  embarrass- 
ment. We  must  rush  our  building  program  more  rapidly  than  we  had 
expected  to  do.  At  present,  every  room  is  filled  and  applications  for 
next  year  are  already  pouring  in  from  every  direction.  From  New 
England  to  the  Gulf  come  requests  for  reservations  for  next  fall. 
There  is  every  indication  that  Centenary  will  be  able  to  sign  up  all 
the  rooms  of  her  new  dormitory  even  before  it  is  built. 

In  addition  to  the  direct  benefit  arising  from  the  erection  of  new 
buildings,  there  is  an  indirect  influence  that  is  invaluable  to  a  college. 
Students  catch  the  enthusiasm  of  a  growing,  expanding  institution. 
The  inspiration  is  contagious  and  exhilarating.  Like  a  penetrative 
atmosphere,  the  spirit  of  enterprise  and  success  fills  each  young  heart 
until  work  comes  easier  and  difficulties  disappear.  Like  College, 
like  students:  a  growing  progressive  institution  produces  growing 
progressive  men.

The  Academy 


SITUATED  ON  the  same  campus  with  Centenary  College  is  the 
Centenary  College  Academy.     Although  under  the  control  of 
the    College    administration,    the    Academy    has    a    separate 
faculty,  and  separate  building  and  equipment  from  that  of  the  college. 

In  the  Academy  four  years  of  college  preparatory  work  are  given 
under  the  direction  of  experienced  instructors.  Graduates  of  the 
Academy  are  admitted  without  examination  into  any  college  in  the 
State.  Application  has  been  made  to  put  the  Academy  on  the  list 
of  schools  approved  by  the  Southern  Association  of  Schools  and  Col- 
leges. By  the  opening  of  the  session  of  1922-23  it  is  expected  that 
the  formalities  of  admission  into  the  Southern  Association  will  have 
been  completed. 

The  capacity  of  the  Academy  is  limited  to  about  one  hundred 
students.  Those  wishing  to  enter  next  year  should  make  application 
early.

Summer  School 


THE  Summer  School  of  last  year  was  more  than  a  success — it 
was  an  inspiration  and  a  prophecy.  Gratifying;  beyond 
measure  were  the  results.  With  unusual  eagerness,  there- 
fore, the  management  of  Centenary  is  planning  for  the  summer  term 
this  year.  Beginning  June  13  the  school  will  continue  nine  weeks, 
closing  August  4. 

Faculty 

The  faculty  will  be  composed  of  the  available  professors  of  Cen- 
tenary supplemented  by  several  of  the  high  school  principals  of  the 
State. 

Courses  Offered 

Regular  high  school  subjects  will  be  offered,  covering  the  Ninth, 
Tenth,  and  Eleventh  grades.  The  regular  college  courses  will  be 
offered  covering  the  four  years. 

Credits  Recognized 

All  credits  earned  at  the  Centenary  Summer  School  will  be  rec- 
ognized by  the  State  Board  and  other  authorities.  Public  school 
teachers  may  have  their  certificates  extended  or  raise  their  grades 
by  attending  this  Summer  School. 

Credits  Allowed 

In  the  High  School  Department,  three  half-year  subjects  may  be 
taken  in  the  Summer  School,  thus  making  three  half  units  (or  one 
and  one-half  units).  In  College  work,  three  term  subjects  may  be 
taken,  thus  earning  nine  term  hours  of  college  credit.

Boarding  Facilities 

The  dormitories  and  new  dining  hall  of  Centenary  College  will  be 
available  for  the  Summer  School.  The  buildings  are  modern,  com- 
modious, and  adequate  to  take  care  of  the  large  number  of  students 
expected.  Rooms  are  furnished  with  beds,  chairs,  tables,  and  nec- 
essary fixtures.  Each  student  must  furnish  his  own  bed  linen,  nap- 
kins, towels,  and  toilet  articles. 

Other  Advantages 

The  Library,  Athletic,  and  Tennis  grounds  of  Centenary  College 
are  at  the  service  of  the  students  of  the  Summer  School.

No  fees,  no  extras. 

Licensed  ministers  and  children  of  ministers  actively  engaged  in 
preaching  the  gospel  will  not  be  charged  any  tuition,  but  will  be  re- 
quired to  pay  five  dollars  each  on  entrance  to  cover  cost, of  enroll- 
ment and  keeping  their  records. 

A  few  worthy  students  may  earn  their  board  by  assisting  in  the 
dining  room  and  elsewhere.
